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DETAILED ACTION 

I. Rejection of claims 1-4,6-8 under 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph will be maintained 
in light of amendment filed 10/26/06 for reason on record and reason as follows. 
Applicant argues that ample written description is provided for claims 1-4 and 6-8. 
Applicant points Examiner to Examples 5 to 8 wherein R4 is H, R6 is methyl and R7 is 
Formula(2) and Examples 24 and 28 wherein R4 is H, R6 is halogen, and R7 is Formula 
(2) to support that Applicant's specification has written description for the amendment of 
R4 being H and one or two of R5, R6, and R8 each ... or a lower alkoxy. In addition 
Applicant points to Reaction Scheme I and Examples 2, 4,20, and 22 wherein R4 is Me 
or OMe, R5, R6, and R8 is H, and R7 is Formula (2) to support that Applicant's 
specification has written description for the amendment of R6 being instant radical (2). 
Examiner maintains that examples described above do not support the amendment of 
R4 = H and one or two of R5, R6, and R8 each ... or a lower alkoxy. However, the 
specification supports one or two of R4, R5, R6, and R8 each represent halogen ... or 
lower alkoxy. Examiner also maintains that R6 = H is new matter. The specification 
defines R6 as instant radical (2) and does not define R6 as being hydrogen.
